THE Rev. J. Benson Hamilton of 
the Simpson M, E. Church of 
Brooklyn read a paper at the meet- 
ing of Methodist ministers at New 
York recently which ought to 
make the wealthy members of this 
denomination feel uneasy. Mr. 
Hamilton’s object was to awaken 
sympathy for superannuated min- 
isters, for whose support there is 
mo adequate provision made at 
present. A little while ago he sent 
out a circular letter to 300 of the 
2,000 superannuated ministers and 
widows of such, asking them for 
answers to the following questions, 
among others: 


l. How long bave yon served the 
Church? What average compensation 
did you receive ? 


2. Have yuu any other income than 
what you receive from the Church ? 
If so, bow much ? 

8. What average annual allowance 
has been made yuu since you lef; 


the effective work ? and for how many 
years? 


He has received already about 
100 answers. One minister wrote 
that he had been over thirty years 
at work, and hadasalary of $400, 
of which $100 was not paid, “ grew 
old and no church wanted him, and 
was taken from the harness and 
turned out on the commons with 4 
collection of $70 from the Confer- 
ence,” 

A widow, whose husband died a 
year af.er he was superannuated, 
wrote that the family had received 
from the Conference $107 in all. 

A superannuated minister, 77 
years of age, with a-wife 71 years 
of age, reported that he had re- 
ceiv d $25 from the Conference, 
which had saved his little home 
from Sheriff’s sale. He was con- 
templating making an effort to be- 
come an inmate of the poorhouse. 
He spent the prime and vigor of 
his life iu the itineraucy, and “over 
avd above what he and his horse 
ate with the people, he bad ..ot re- 
ceived more than $100 as an aver- 
age salary.” 

A minister who had for forty- 
live years done effective work in 


one «f the greatest Conferences | 


wrote: “I have been humbled 
envough to beg, I bave been so cold 
and huugry and sorrowful.” 

One of the largest conferences of 
the church bas fifty claimants, who 
divide en income all told of 
$1,341 67, aside from what they 
get from the conference. The 
average allowance of conference 
claimants varies, according to the 
fiusncial ability of the body. The 
highest figure is $200 per annum, 
paid by the Soutbern California 
Conferenee, The lowest is $5 per 
anpum, paid by the conferences of 
Teunessee, Central Tennessee and 
Florida. Between these extremes 
the following selected figures are 
_- supplied: Philadelphia, $158; New 
York, $180; Kansas, $133; Lilinois, 
$106; Nebraska, $64; St. Louis, $62; 
Virginia, $20; Texas, $12. The 
average salary paid to superan- 
nuated ministers by the seyenty- 
five conferences is $99. 

Among other special cases 
quo.ed by Mr. Hamilton were 
those of a blind minister who had 
a vearly income of $40; a minister’s 
widow with an income of $21; an 
aged minister, who had preached 
for forty-eight ye.rs and had an 
income of $42; one who had been 
sixteep years presiding el:.er of 
his couference, who was living on 
au income of $15, the interest on 
$250 which he had been able to 
save. 

It is scarcely necessary to com- 
ment upon the above. One thing 
does syxgest itself, however, and 
this is*that a church which pre- 
teuds to take care of its pastors, 
and which moves them about like 
, soldiers iu an army, ought to care 
for them better than that. 

If a short bit or two of the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars sent 
abroad to save the souls of the 
heatben Chinee, the benighted Af- 
ricau and the man-eating natives 
of the South Sea islands, were 
spent nearer home it might save 
many au old preacher’s home from 
the sheriff and add comfort to his 
declining years. Too much atten- 
tion is paid to “foreign mission- 
ary work” tothe neglect of our 
own people.

Nearing the End. 

Lonpon, July 16.—Upon the opening 
of the Parnell Commission this morn 
ing Lord Russell, counsel for Parnel!, 
stated that after a full consideration of 
the situation Parnell had instructed 
him to no longer represent him before 
the Commission. This is virtually a 
notification that Parnell has declined 
any further presentation of his case 
before the Commission. Justice Han- 


nen said: ‘‘ Parnell will, of course, 
remain subject to the jurisdiction of 
the Court.’’ 

Counsel for other members of Par- 
liament against whom charges were 
made by the Zimes then also with- 
drew from the case. 

Parnell made a personal application 
to the Court, asking, if there was anv 
design to further examine him, that 
such examination be proceeded with 
Justice Hannen prom- 


After counsel for Purnell and other 
members of Parliament had retired, 
Justice Hannen said the scope would 
not be altered, and the taking of testi- 
mony was resumed. 

James O’ Kelly, a member of Parlia- 
ment, declared that he had no state- 
ment to make. On cross-examination 
he adinitted that he was a member of 
the Irish Republican Brotherhood from 
1866 to 1870. In 187l an attempt was 
made to arrest him when he was leav- 
ing Ireland under the name of Joho 
Smith. Letters were found in his lug- 
gage from an agent who was shipping 
arms to [reland., 

Sir Henry James, counsel for the 
Times, produced several letters written 
by O’ Kelly, partly in invisible ink, in 
which reference was made to the ship- 
ment of arins and the doings of the 
Fenians. One of the letters referre 
to a remittance of $21,500 from 
America, and contained the following 
passuge: ‘*' We are ready to take the 


field when the proper order is issued.”’ | 


Witness admitted that the letters 
While he was in 
America he joined the Clan-na-Gael 

This organization sent him to Lreland 
as a military officer to organize wen. 
He did not etfect the object of his mis- 
sion, as the agents in Ireland declined 
to co-operate with him. He therefore 
considered his mission ended and went 
to France. He sent his resignation to 
America and returned $8,000. During 
his career in Parliament he received no 
money from America.

SOME QUC:.: FISHES. 


Taking first the Ophioccepha! , 
“‘snake-headed”’ fishes, found in the indian 
region,we meet with singular exhibitions of 
breathing habits, writes Dr, Andrew Wil- 
son, F.R. 8. E, F. L. 8., in Once a Week. 
[t is known of these fishes that they can 
survive long periodsof dryness, living as 
they doin the semi-fluid mud of rivers and 
lakes. Often they may be found lying dor- 
mant beneath the “hard-baked crustsof the 
bottom of a tank, from which every drop of 
water has disappeared.” Now, in these 
fishes? it is clear breathing must be largely 
‘suspended, and life goes on at very low 
pressure, so tospeak; but so long as the 
mud is soft# enough, these fishes can be 
seen torise to the surface at intervals to 
guip in air. That is to say, when hard 
pressed for water, these fishes have devel- 
oped a habit of using air taken direetly 
from the atmosphere for the purpose of 
purifying their blood—a function naturally 
carried on by their gills. They have con- 
verted themselves, for the time being, into 
land-animals. 
‘‘snake-headed”’ fishes of India, while en- 
joying their ordinary life in the water, are 
are also seen to gulp down air from the at- 
mosphere. Dr. Day tells us that this habit 
is to be regularly observed in these fishes. 
He adds the interesting observation thatif 
a net be suspended below the surface of the 
water of the vesselin which they are con- 
tained, so as to prevent the fishes from ris- 
ing to the top of the water to breathe in the 
air, they will actually perish and die by suf- 
focation. 
die suffocated out of the water, these fishes 
perish from a like cause if they are kept in 
the water. 

Another and nearly related division of 
fishes includes the climbing perch of India 
and ite neighbors. In 1797, one Daldorf, in 


a paper read before the Linnwan Society of | 


London, detailed the fact that he had cap- 
tured a climbing-perch (or Anabas) while 


near a pond. The fish had attained a 
height of five feet above the water, and was 
proceeding toa higher level still. By aid 
ofthe spines in front of its gill-covers, it 
held on tothe tree’s bark. It then bent its 
tail, and inserted into the bark its ninder 
tail-spines. Thus fixing the hinder part of 
the body as akindof fulcrum or support, 
the fish then released its head, and made 
further ascent by straightening its body. 
In the Malay tongue the fish has been named 
the “tree-climber:” and it is known to 


walk, or rather to waddle, over the land in | 
The gills | 


search of fresh ponds and pools. 
are kept moist in its land-journeys by a pe- 
culiar arrangement of the bones of the 
head. These bones are greatly twisted 


and contorted, and serve apparently either | 


to retain moisture for the gills, or to holda 
supply of air sufficient for the breathing 
operations of the fish. 

But excelling in interest, even the curious 
fishes just named, we find the Lepidosiren, 


or mud-fish, of the Amazon and Gambia | 
rivers, and the Ceratodus, or “Barramun- |

ordinary fishes, such as the cod, salmon, | 
herring, etc.,an organ called the air-blad.- | 
der, swimming-bladder, or sound exists. | 
The use of this organ is apparently thatof | 


da,’ of the rivers of Queensland. 


enabling the fish to rise or to sinkin the 


gases the “sound’’ contains. This bladder 
varies very much in shape and conforma- 
tion, and in some cases it is seen to commu- 
nicate with the throat of the fish by means 
of aduct or tube. In deepsea fishes the 
gas contained in the bladder is mostly 


oxygen, while in fresh-water fishes much | 
nitrogen with little oxygen and carbonic | 


acid gas are found. These gases appear to 


be secreted or formed bythe air-bladder | 


itself. In some ordinary fishes, in which a 
dense network of blood-vessels exists in 
connection with the air-bladder, we may 


readily believe that this organ may assist | 


in purifying the blood. 

In certain fishes, however, not only does 
the air-bladder become lung-like in struct- 
ure, but it also discharges the duties of a 
lung, in that it receives impure or venous 
blood from the body and returns it to the 
body in a purified condition. The Ceratodus 
of Queensiand has thus an air-bladder 
which is a true lung. Itrises to the sur- 
face of the water and fills this lung, then 
descends and remains below water until 
the air has Inhaled has become ex- 
hausted. The fish possesses also fully-de- 
veloped gills, and we may hold that these 
organs are its natural breathing organs 
while it inhabits the water, although it is 
equally obvious that the lung-like air-bladder 
must constitute its means of breathing, when 
from any circumstances the gills are unabie 
to perform their work. As Dr. Gunther 
tells us, the Barramunda “can breathe 
either by gills or lungs alone,or by both 
simultaneous|ly.”’ 

The Lepidosirens, or “mud fishes,’’ on 
the other hand, are more decidedly lung 
breathers than the Ceratodus. For their 
air-bladder is really a double lung, purify- 
ing impure blood, in the absence of water, 
in which medium alone their gills can act 
efficiently. In the dry seasons of the year 
vyhese mud fishes appear to be dried up 
with the mud of the pools or lakes they 
inhabit. They coil head and tail together, 
and exist thus inside a cavity or receptacle 
hollowed in the mud, which may communi- 
cate with the outer air by an aperture or 
channel. These fishes are dug out of the 
mud, and are often sent to Europe packed, 
as it were, by pature, within their mud in- 
vestments, and existing thus inside a veri- 
table ballof dry clay, whence they are re- 
leased by steeping the clay in tepid water. 
In this state it is evident the breathing 
must*be of a strictly atmospheric type. 
There can be no use for gills in a fish while 
it is spending part of its life in adried and 
dessicated state. 

Hence, the lung-like air-bladder must 
perform ali the functions of breathing, the 
gills resuming their duties, doubtless, 
when the wet season dissolves the clay and 
when the fish returns toits native waters. 
We witness in such a case the stages by 
which the type of water life can be, and 
probably has been, modified into the type 
of land life Anyone who sees a frog be- 
gin life asa tadpole, breathing with gills, 
and ending ite existence as an air-breathing 
frog, may think of the mud fishes, and note 
how lower life often successfully aspires 
to attain a higher stage of existence.
